tmg the reasons why the schools are 


failing in this matter. That the, 
schools have fallen short of what soc- | 


lety has a right to expect of them 
when its parents entrust them with 
the task of training and preparing its 
young people to live as good citizens 
in a democratic world is quite obvious 
to all that want to see our young 
people better behaved than they are 
at present. 

In a democratic society character 
needs are far more exacting than they 


| closely controlled by autocratic rule. 
| A good citizen in a democratic society 
|must possess good powers of self-dis- 
| Cipline, a keen sense of his moral ob 
ligations to society. This must be 
‘backed by some “inner power of 
must”, which means a firm conviction 
that all other members of society pos- 
sess the same inalienable rights that 
he himself possesses and that no mem- 
ber in that society, no matter how 
much in the power of another, can ev- 


er be a legitimate object for exploita- | 


| tion by any one. Life and personality 
must be held sacred above everything 
‘else. It is of supreme worth. 

These minimum essentials are nec- 
essary for good democratic living. I 
do not ask whether the schools do 
meet these requirements for character 
development and the standards for be- 
havior that are essential, but I do ask 
whether they can, under the present 
system and handicaps under which 
they must now operate, even attempt 
to meet them.
